A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rong et al. (U, newly 

cited). 

Claim 27 is drawn to a non-human transformant insect obtained in 
accordance with the method recited in claim 37. As such, any insect with a chromosomal 
segment that could have been inserted by the recited method would read on the instant claim. 

Rong et al. teaches at several places throughout the reference that recombinant 
Drosophila were produced by gene targeting, i.e., homologous recombination. Such could have 
been made by the methods of the instant invention, as well, and thus the product insect would 
have been anticipated. A product-by-process is treated as a product for examination purposes.
